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Seven Successive Assaults 


Aimed At Corregidor; 
Infantrymen Clash

WASHINGTON, March 27 — The 
war department reported 
today 
that the Japanese, increasing the 
intensity of their aerial bombard­ 
ment of Manila bay harbor de­ 
fenses, made seven successive at­ 
tacks on Corregidor in the last 24 
hours, with the island under bom­ 
bardment almost continuously from 
early morning until midnight Thurs­ 
day. 
The aerial attacks were resum­ 
ed early today. 
The department 
said in a communique, however, 
that most of the bombs fell in the 
bay, and those which struck the 
island caused little damage. Anti­ 
aircraft fire was believed to have 
hit several planes. 
In Bataan, the department said, 
there were a number of sharp 
clashes between patrols and troop 
and truck movements behind the 
Japanese lines indicated that in­ 
creased activity can be expected. 
Troops Raid Jap Position 
A patrol of American-Pbilippine 
troops made a successful raid on 
a strong enemy position, the com­ 
munique said. 
Corregidor pow has undergone 
at least 26 separate attacks by 
bombers in 109 days of fighting. 
But the latest was the most fero­ 
cious attack of all. 
Only “slight” damage was done 
to military installations and the 
defending troops suffered “only a 
few casualties.” 
Clearly, the enemy strategy is 
to knock out this American-Fili- 
pino nerve center if possible or, in 
any event, to soften it up and iso­ 
late it. The Japs tried this once 
before early in January, but that 
effort cost them at least 22 bomb­ 
ers and they gave up. 
Should the Japs succeed in iso­ 
lating Corregidor, the position of 
the Bataan defenders would be 
desperate since their source of sup­ 
ply and their last avenue of re­ 
treat would be cut off. 
Claimed Cut Off 
A Japanese propaganda broad 
cast, heard by the United Press to 
San Francisco Thursday, claimed 
Corregidor had been cht off from 
all “surface contact” Brith Bataan 
by "an intensified Japanese block­ 
ade.” The broadcast said new type 
bombers blasted the fortress with 
“a new kind of explosive never 
used before.” 
There was nothing here to in­ 
dicate there was any truth to the 
Jap report. Tending to give the lie 
to the claim was the fact that 
Corregidor underwent a weeklong 
aerial bombardment early in Jan­ 
uary without impairing the fort­ 
ress’ defenses or its ability to sup­ 
ply the Bataan defenders. And for 
ll days in mid-February, Corregi­ 
dor was pounded by big guns from 
the Cavite shore with no ill ef­ 
fects.

The die casters’ union asserted 
In a statement that “the company 
precipitated this production slow­ 
down through their instituting of 
new work procedures without first 
consulting the union.” but added 
that “any man guilty of such a 
stoppage must go.” 
The board’s representative. Wil­ 
liam E. Baldwin, ordered immedi­ 
ate negotiations between the com­ 
pany and the union on grievances 
at the Cleveland plant. The hear­ 
ings 
to settle major issues of 
wages and hours for nine plants 
had been wet before the investiga­ 
tion. 
“We are supporting the board's 
decision because we are interested 
In production,” the union said.

WASHINGTON, March 27 — Germany’s crack mechanised divi­ 
sions probably are rolling along on synthetic rubber made by an ex­ 
clusive American process, congress learned today, although the precious 
formula steadfastly had been denied to American manufacturers al­ 
most without exception. 
Such a costly wartime paradox caused Chairman Truman (D) of 
Missouri to exclaim, “I think this* 
-------- ------------------------------ 
approaches treason.” and he call­ 
ed for further evidence on the pri­ 
vate international agreements de­ 
signed to control manufacture and 
sale of synthetic rubber. 
Truman, head of the senate de­ 
fense 
investigating 
committee, 
said there is no doubt in his mind 
that the Nazis had made prompt 
use of the American-discovered 
process which Assistant Atty. Gen. 
Thurman Arnold said had been 
turned over by the Standard Oil 
Co., of New Jersey, its originator, 
to the Hitler-controlled I. G. Far- 
ben-Industrie before America en­ 
tered the war. 
Made From Natural Gee 
By this method, Arnold informed 
the committee, synthetic rubber 
which 
was better and 
cheaper 
than the Germans’ was made from 
natural gasoline. 
Arnold told the committee that 
the synthetic rubber arrangements 
"were not entered into with any 
desire to aid or assist Germany. 
The sole motive was an attempt on 
the part of the Standard Oil to get 
a protected market and to elimin­ 
ate independent competition and 
finally to restrict production In 
world markets in order to main­ 
tain that control.” 
He said “there is essentially no 
difference between what the Stand­ 
ard Oil of New Jersey has done in

'Sixth Column’ Time To Spread Harmful Rumors

Ethical Mixup 
J 
F political spokesmen and labor leaders want to 
know m ort about public peevishnesg over labor'# 
overtim e bonus for more than 40 hours of war work 
ii week, they’d better send their professional lis­ 
teners out to pick up comment on the disclosures 
about the Jack ft Helntz Co. 
Here wag an instance In which the circum stances 
of war production apparently made It possible for 
a manufacturer to do what labor tradtionally has 
argued that em ployers should do—share a windfall. 
The company, by Its owd admission, was extrem ely 
liberal with its employes. It also w as liberal with 
its own official*. 
This evidently was done well within the lim its 
of the law; at the price allowed by the governm ent 
a manufacturer wa* abl* to make a large amount 
of money. But It la plain from public com ment on 
disclosure* about the company'* practice* that there 
in an ethical mixup. The public isn ’t sore about 
the way Jack ft Helntx employes were treated, or 
about the w ay company officials treated them selves. 
T he sam e policies would have been dandy In peace­ 
tim e. 
But now, In wartime, the aam* public can think 
o f only one thing: It has to pay tor every extra 
gienny of war production coat that might be saved. 
Inordinate gain on the part of either m anagement or 
labor com es out of the people’s purse. 


$1 A Year, But No Magic 
R 
OBERT ft. GUTHRIE, center of a W ar Production 
Board personal tem pest, la latest to point out 
that the United States buys no m agic for $1 a year. 
T he businessm en and experts who come to W ash­ 
ington on nominal pay to work for the governm ent 
are pretty much the sam e aa they w ere before they 
left home; I. «., they ere strongly inclined to look 
out for them selves and their interests. 
T his w ill tickle the Jobholders who resent the 
presence of the interlopers. They knew all the time 
that som e of the strange fish washed up by the 
em ergency didn’t belong In the New Deal sea; that 
they couldn’t bs trusted; that they w ert continuing 
to be different from politicians. Aa for the rest of 
the citizenry, it ll singularly unsurprised. 
It learned long ago to assum e that the job of or­ 
ganising governm ent consisted in taking a great 
many persons with divergently selfish Interests and 
playing them off against one another to the mutual 
advantage of the public. 
The citizenry naturally assum es that the |l-a*year 
men are no exception. There sim ply Isn’^ anything 
surprising In recurrent disclosures that som e of the 
$1 a-year men are not In a mood to be any more 
far-sighted and unselfish than some of the politicians 
who asked them to come to Washington. 


Anti-Climax 
y 'v AYS after hints and announcements from widely 
scattered quarters had convinced m ost Ameri­ 
cans that their troops and equipment were In A us­ 
tralia. they learned from tho war departm ent that 
this is trus.

Once more the question is raised: W hat Is the 
official purpose of censorship? If It Is to keep news 
of vital importance from the enemy, which Is the 
standard answ er to tho question, then must It be as­ 
sumed th at the enemy did not know days and weeks 
ago that United States troops were in Australia, or 
headed in th at direction? Surely, the enemy does 
not walt till he can catch up on current editions of 
American new spapers to find out what Is happening 
In the southwest Pacific, 
One of the purposes of controlling news In war­ 
time should be to allay the anxiety and nervousness 
of the population, It Is hard to see how such a pur­ 
pose Is served by a censorship policy that con­ 
tributes to confusion, Instead of adverting it. 


Home Government 
'T H E effort to translate everything luto military 
* 
term s it- carried too far sometimes. Dr. Jam es 
J. Waygood, neuio-psycblatrLt, told the Institute on 
Family Relations the other day that every contro­ 
versial phase of family life should be handled by 
a family "w ar council”. This should contain, he said, 
a commanding officer, lieutenants and a tough ser­ 
geant. 
It m akes a younger brother wonder where keen 
observers like Dr. Waygood probably hide them 
selves to keep from finding out what goes on behind 
the front doors of America. That commanding offi­ 
cer, for instance—la there a child in the land so 
tender, so naive that he doesn't know who that ti? 
Or lieutenants—those second lieutenants? Breathes 
there a soul with memory so dead that he can't 
rem em ber when he was a shavetail and consistently 
over-ruled lu family councils, warlike or otherw ise? 
T he payoff Is the tough sergeant. There's a pic­ 
ture for you, without stripes on the sleeve—a pic­ 
ture of P ap a w ith his coal off and his jaw set, lay­ 
ing down the law. Dr. W ay good'a advice Is sound. 
It has been sound for the last several hundred years, 
except th at they w ere too polite to speak of what 
went on as a w ar council. They customarily de­ 
scribed It aa “ talking things over”, but there was 
no Im poratnt difference. 


A 
GAINST 
the 
“sixth 
column­ 
ists”. those who spread rum­ 
or* and doubts, the President can­ 
not be effective m erely by calling 
attention to them at bis 
White 
House press conference. 
For rum ors grow when Informa­ 
tion is lacking; when people do 
not feel that tbey know w hat is 
going on, they quickly believe any 
tall story tbey hear. It is, there­ 
fore, the public feeling of not being 
in the know which is the heart of 
the trouble. 
This trouble cannot be remedied 
by the Office of F acts and Figures 
or by any other form of adminis­ 
tration publicity. For government 
publicity, how ever well done, has 
one Incurable detect: it is essen­ 
tially a handout. 
A free people w ill not give full 
faith and credit to information of 
this kind until it has been sub­ 
jected to som e sort o f independent 
che6k. The administration, testify­ 
ing hi Its ow n behalf through Its 
publicity services, cannot hope to 
have the testim ony accepted con­ 
fidently as true evidence unless 
that 
testim ony has 
been 
tested 
by cross-examination. 
T he m achinery for checking the 
government publicity exists. 
It Is 
congress, and any one who is look­ 
ing seriously for the practical and 
effective way to combat the sixth 
column must look for it in the re­ 
lation betw een congress and the 
administration. 
Congress, not feeling itself to 
be in the know, is certainly one 
of the great aources, even for the 
press and radio, of the rumors and 
doubts. If congress felt that it was 
in the know,* It would be by all 
-odds the greatest force for deal­ 
ing with rumors and doubts. 
Through the correspondence and 
personal 
contacts 
between 
the 
congressm en 
and 
their 
constitu­ 
ents In every corner of the coun­ 
try, there pass all the rumors and 
the doubts, the half-truths and the 
falsehoods, the misunderstandings 
and the planted lies. 
M 
AKE It possible for the con­ 
gressm en 
to feel 
that they 
properly are Informed, to feel that 
they have the m eans to check and 
to cross-exam ine the administra­ 
tion publicity, and the feeling of 
confidence 
in 
congress 
w ill 
he 
passed on to the people. 
This is another way of eaylng 
that we enjoy representative gov­ 
ernment, and 
that 
publicity 
ex­ 
perts never can be an effective 
substitute for It. In fact, publicity 
experts, public relations counsel­ 
lors, who have not grasped this 
fundamental truth, are bound to 
make a hash of governm ent pub­ 
licity. 
For they are Ignoring, or vainly 
attem pting to supersede, the nor­ 
mal and deeply established means 
of 
communication 
between 
the 
people and the executive. 
To gay this la not. however, to 
say that congress now Is organ­ 
ised propsrly to play its indispen­ 
sable part In the war. 
On the 
contrary, concrew* 
Is much 
the 
most Inefficiently organized part 
of the government today. 
Thus, for example, congress Is 
filled 
with 
the 
conviction 
that 
there ought to be unity of com­ 
mand and the closest Integration 
of the armed services. Then look 
at how congress Itself is organ­ 
ised in these m atters. 
There are two naval committees, 
one in each house, and there are

Congress is filled also with the 
conviction 
that

Then look at congress Itself and 
see how m any separate commit­

the Judiciary committees, the rules 
committees,

appropriation* 
committee*, and all the military 
and naval committees.

OW CAN congress hope to ob­ 
tain a correct picture, In true

this chao* of committee*? lf there 
is to be unity of direction and 
concerted action In th# executive 
branch. I* It not high time there 
was *om eof the same thing In the 
coordinate branch? 
How can IO or 15 separate com­ 
mittees, 
many

prima donnas, hope to give con­ 
gress and 
the country coherent 


and reliable Information about the 
conduct of the war? 
As 
it 
now 
is organized, 
con­ 
gress is not only incapable of in­ 
form ing 
Itself 
and

properly; congress Is a very bad 
Influence on the conduct of the 
war. F o r one thing, all these sepa­ 
rate com m ittees exercising their 
right to call before them execu­ 
tive 
officials, 
cause 
a 
frightful 
drain of time and energy. 
How many tim es a week do men 
like Mr. Nelson, Mr. Forrestal and 
Mr. Patterson have to drop their 
work and appear before one com ­ 
m ittee o r another? 
F o r another thing, these m any 
separate committees dealing with 
bits and pieces of the total war 
effort, a re one of the fundamental 
causes of the bureaucratic trouble 
In the executive branch. Any one 
who wishes to examine the m atter 
closely , will find, I believe, that 
over long years there has been a 
very 
close 
connection 
between 
these c o m m itte e s 'and 
the 
Inde­ 
pendent bureau chiefs, who only 
now a re being brought under ef­ 
fective control in the arm y and 
navy. 
For the congressional com m it­ 
tees have exercised power In the 
departm ents through the fact that 
they h ave dealt more or less di­ 
rectly in regard to appropriations 
and related m atters with the sepa­ 
rate bureau chiefs.

T he chairm en of these comm it­ 
tee* should be men of a Judicial 
rath er than of an oratorical tem ­ 
peram ent and from a constituency 
where they do not have to worry 
about being reelected themselves. 
These committees should not in­ 
vestigate the administration spas­ 
modically.

Revamped Filing System Will Cut Down On Waste Under Old System

O 
NE thing th at this w ar is doing 
to national government is to 
revamp Its filing system. On the 
surface, this may seem Insignifi­ 
cant, but in the long run it will 
represent savings of hundreds of 
millions of dollars. 
U nder the new system, virtually 
every record that possibly eau be 
will be micro-filmed. 
W hen the war broke out, the 
only agency which was using this 
method (to any extent) of reduc­ 
ing valuable records to miniature 
photographs on a reel of film was 
National Archives. 
W hat they had accomplished in 
th e way of reducing tons of pa­ 
per records to compact rolls of 
film set space-cramped and rec­ 
ord 
deluged officials 
in defense 
and war agencies thinking. 
Besides, the British government, 
during the months of blitz on Lon­ 
don, 
ha# discovered 
th at micro­ 
filming was the simplest way to 
safeguard records. 
Some Idea of the effectiveness 
of this may he gathered from the 
recent survey of the army alone. 
In 
various scattered 
places, 
the 
arm y has about 18,000,000 inactive 
records, requiring more than 12,- 
000 standard-sized four-drawer fil­ 
ing cabinets. This doesn’t include 
all the tons of contem porary rec­ 
ords piling up under the present 
w ar effort. 
By 
microphotographing, 
those 
sam e inactive records can be con­ 
tained in 50 cabinets of the same 
size.

Hot Chocolate 


Troops’ Preference For This Kind 
Of Drink Proves Surprising After 


Leather-Rusty Nail Beverage

W 
E ARE som ewhat surprised to learn th a t the 
soldiers of today on the Pacific coast prefer 
hot chocolate to all other drinks. 
W e would not say th at this argues deterioration 
in young American manhood. Many authorities con­ 
tend that bot chocolate has nutritive values th at 
will cause hair to grow on the chest. 
However, 
we do say that it indicates a vast change in soldier 
taste since the days when a brew concocted of old 
leather and rusty nails was deemed delicious bev­ 
erage by the fighting lads. 
Our Information about the chocolate comes from 
the VACS of southern California, otherw ise the 
Volunteer Army Canteen Service. 
This great or­ 
ganization la m ade up of ladies who are supporting 
canteens for the soldiers In the arm y camps. It is 
one of several organizations of ladies in southern 
California that are devoted to similar work for the 
soldiers and sailors. 
T hese organizations reflect in some m easure th* 
war spirit of the civilian population of southern 
California, which we think is higher than in any 
other area of the 
United 
States. 
Theoretically, 
southern California is a theater of war and has 
been subject to various alarms, real and imaginary, 
but the civilian population keeps cool, calm and 
collected, as Jim F arley used to say, and goes 
about the business of preparing various defensive 
m easures without undue excitement. 


T 
H E LADIES of southern California are particu­ 
larly active In w ar work of various kinds. Many 
are employed in th e defense plants. 
Many are 
training for nursing, ambulance driving and work 
In o th er fields of hard service. Then there are hun­ 
dreds who are devoting their time and money to 
the welfare of the service men, which is w here the 
VACS come in. The ladies of the Hollywood movie 
colony are especially busy in this department. 
Mrs, 
Jock Lawrence, whose fath er w as 
com­ 
m ander at Ft. M acArthur before his death, is one 
of the leaders of the VACS and among those assist­ 
ing h er are Anita Loos, Dema Harburgcr, Mrs. Leo 
Spitz, Anita Louise. Mildred Knopf, Mrs. Jack Cum­ 
mins, Mrs. Richard B artbelm ess/ Mrs. Edith Wil­ 
kerson, Mrs. L. B. Mayer and Mrs. Jack Benny, all 
prominent 
socially 
or 
professionally 
in 
movie 
circles. 
The VACS have two working canteens at Ft. 
MacArthur, one on the upper reservation taking 
care of 1,200 to 1,500 men daily, the other on the 
lower reservation, which is geared to provide for 
2,000 m en daily. T hree m ore canteens are to be 
opened, one at the fourth Interceptor command 
where the fighting filers keep watch and ward over 
the skyways over Los Angeles. The USO, which is 
the governm ent organization, takes care of the 
soldiers in the town, but the VACS look after them 
in the camps. 
M 
OVIE STARS like George Raft, Cary G rant and 
Mickey Rooney are assisting the VACS, and 
many civilians of slightly less renown are adding 
their efforts. 
For example, Joe Lynch, the Los 
Angeles prize fight promoter, has arranged a battle 
between Jackie Wilson and Pedro O rtega at the 
old Olympic club for March 31 as a benefit for tho 
VACS, and one movie star bought 15,OOO worth of 
tickets right off the bat. T he Indications are th at 
more tickets will be sold than the house can hold. 
The big problem of the VACS is getting more 
canteens opened and then providing transportation. 
The m em bers are using their own automobiles and 
station wagons, but vehicles for w ar work are get­ 
ting scarce In southern California, what with the 
numerous demands. There are all kinds of civilian 
defense 
movements 
afoot, 
including 
an 
evacuee 
service and all call for transportation. 
Meantime 
they have the war restrictions on tires to contend 
with. 
It was a VACS who told us that three tim es as 
much hot chocolate is served at the army canteens 
a* any other drink. She said plenty of coffee was 
provided but that the soldiers just naturally prefer 
the chocolate. 
She added somewhat emphatically 
that no doughnuts were served with the chocolate. 
A lending library th at is patronized heavily is part 
of the canteen service, also recreation rooms for 
card playing and table tennis and other pastimes. 
We might feel a bit uneasy about an arm y that. 
is training on hot chocolate and table tennis bad 
we not been advised that the most terrific hot 
chocolate addict af Ft. MacArthur, and at the same 
time, the best table tennis player, is also a m aster 
hand at the pad roil with a pair of dice.

delicate, lacey, and fragile. 
One of the nice things about 
bringing such a person as Mr. 
Thomas is that we are honored 
with not only one artist but with 
two. Certainly this was true when 
Mr. Marino Nardelll. the accom­ 
panist, appeared for a group of 
piano numbers. We had been cer­ 
tain that these would be excellent 
because of the accuracy and artis­ 
try with which he had played the 
preceding accompaniments.

When Mr. Thomas appeared to 
sing the aria, “Largo a1 factotum” 
from “The Barber of Seville” (Ros­ 
sini) we almost could feel the 
anticipation of the audience.

This concert marks the close of 
the Civic Music association pro­ 
gram for the year. 
^ Members of the association in 
East Liverpool and the surround­ 
ing district have had a highly satis 
factory season with a widely-varied 
program. 
From the Saliedo En­ 
semble, through the Don Cossack 
chorus to Mr. Thomas, we have 
been presented with a weli-bal 
anced musical diet.

How then does the Axis general­ 
issim o, Herr Hitler, regard the pros­ 
pects? 
W hat would be the retort of the 
m ystic of Berohtesgaden to the lat­

Britain’s square-jawed Pre­ 
mier Churchill who declare* the 
A llies can't lose this war except 
through their own fault? 
Berle's Statement Cited 
Again, would this Herr Hitler 
agree with our assistant secretary 
of state. A. A. Berle. that the sum­ 
mer of 1942 will make it plain that 
"the Nazi rulers of Germany have 
lost the war and have decreed 
their own ruin?" 
Or w hat would the Nazi chief 
say to Berle's 
further assertion 
that “the German people know, as 
w e know, that no provision has 
been made by the Nazi government 
for the year 1943." 
Der fuehrer has the answers, for 
let none imagine that the mind 
which conceived all the deviltry 
that enabled him to overrun Eu­ 
rope also hasn’t figured out his 
chances of ultimate victory.

OUR NEED for water is very 
delicately regulated by one of 
the most sensitive sensations of 
the body, thirst. Thirst tells us 
how much water we ought to take 
In, to the finest decimal point. 
People write and ask me whether 
it does any harm 
to 
drink too 
much water — more than thirst 
demands — and other people say 
that they are practically never 
thirsty. 
Well, in answer to the last, it is 
of course true that all our food 
contains water, some of it as much 
as 95 percent, and certain people 
use this food-water very avidly 
so that the demand for water In a 
pure form for them Is not very 
great. Also the milk and coffee 
and other beverages we consume 
at the table are largely water. 
Excess Not Harmful 
So far as drinking water after 
thirst has been quenched, it is 
probable that no one is harmed by 
an excess of water in the body. 
Experiments made by Dr. Rown- 
tree years ago show that the body 
gets rid of excessive water and 
every living cell protects itself 
from an excess of water content. 
They sap up water when they are 
depleted, but the body cells do not 
store water. When wgter is forced, 
however, there ensues a condition 
known as water Intoxication which 
is practically always fatal. 
The fact that we are dependent 
upon a constant renewal of our 


supply of water is what makes the 
problem ofv feeding an army and 
keeping it supplied with water so 
difficult on the long marches and 
under 
battle 
conditions. 
Water 
cannot be concentrated. The sol­ 
dier has to carry his full load. 
There are a great many peculiar 
things 
about 
water, 
however, 
which we do not understand. A 
gentleman writes me, for instance, 
that he is subject to migraine head­ 
aches and that when he knows one 
is coming on, he infuses to drink 
any water at all for a day or two 
and can often ward off a headache, 
preventing it altogether. 
True In Chronic Cases 
This is true, according to him, 
with a number of chronic condi­ 
tions and other forms of headache. 
I should like to hear if my readers 
have had any similar experience. 
The only exception I know to 
the statement that the body cells 
do not store water is seen in a con­ 
dition of reducing for obesity and 
overweight. People on a reduction 
diet go along for several days, 
usually about IO, without loss of 
weight and then suddenly begin 
to lose rapidly. 
This has been ascribed to water 
retention that occurs In the fat 
cells. The fat may be removed but 
the water remains, so the person 
loses no weight. Suddenly the cells 
let go their excess water and a 
sudden falling off of weight oc­ 
curs. So in a redaction cure do not 
be disappointed if you don’t lose 
much the first few days.
